Kaiser Wilhelm held inspections on Monday 
morning, and was present at a sham fight in 
which some companies of the Rifles (Jáger) and 
Lancers took part, after which they marched 
past. 'lhese military spectacles were witnessed 
by a brilliant suite of Generals and most of the 
Attachés now in Berlin. 

Kaiserin Victoria is as well as might be antici- 
pated after recent events. The quiet of Schloss- 
Friedrichskron seems to be doing her Majesty 
good, so that for the present no plans for a move 
have been made. 

General Von Albedyll, hitherto Chief of the 
Military Cabinet, is to receive the command of 
an army-corps, and Lieutenant-General Von 
Hahnke, hitherto commanding the Second 
Infantry Division, has been selected as his 
successor. 

Vice-Admiral Count Monts has been appointed 
to the Admiralty to act as head of the depart- 
ment, and has been promoted to the rank of 
Admiral. 

The meeting between the German and Russian 
Emperors will take place on board the Russian 
Imperial yacht Derjava. The Czar will proceed 
in this vessel to meet the German squadron, the 
Russian escort consisting of two war-vessels. 

Her Majesty, with Princess Beatrice and Prince 
Henry of Battenberg, will leave Windsor Castle 
on Tuesday morning next for Osborne House. 

The Prince and Princess of Wales are staying 
at Sandringham. 

Princess Beatrice, accompanied by Prince 
Henry of Dattenberg, on Tuesday paid a visit to 
Greenwich, to lay the foundation-stone of the 
new Jubilee Almshouses. The Princess made a 
truly admirable little speech, proving that 
H.R.H. has inherited the terse eloquence of her 
Majesty. 

H.M.S. Alexandra, with the Duke of Edin- 
burgh and Prince George of Wales on board, 
and the Dreadnought, Téméraire, Sultan, Colos- 
sus, Edinburgh, Agamemnon, and Phaeton, have 
arrived at Malta from Naples.

WniLsT our patriotic sharpshooters are proving 
at Wimbledon how well, on occasion, they could 
shoot for hearths and homes, it will be of interest 
to show in the subjoined Engraving that Tommy 
Atkins can use his rifle surely in actual warfare. 
Lieutenant A. Heyman, of the Derbyshire Regi- 
ment, was good enough to furnish the sketch 
from which the Drawing was made. 

The British and Indian troops in the moun- 
iainous region of Sikkim, north of Bengal, are 
opposed’ to a force of Tibetan invaders in and 
about the Jalap Pass. It is stated that the 
immediate cause of the attack was a letter 
addressed to the leaders, informing them that 


the oracle of Naitoang, near Lhassa, had pro- 
phesied victory if the attack were delivered 
between the eleventh and fifteenth days of the 
third Tibetan month, corresponding with May 21 
and 25. After a council of war the force marched 
in two bodies, one by the Jalap and the other 
by the Pembyring Pass. Having reached the 
low Tukola ridge, between Gnatong and the 
Jalap, the Tibetans formed into three columns, 
one to make a front attack, and the other two to 
advance along the spurs flanking the Gnatong 
position. These worked round to the end of the 


jungly ridge, north of the camp. Here several | 
jung?) 


men crept through the wood upon a picket of 
the Sherwood Foresters (Derbyshire Regiment), 
which retired, but not before it had shot the 
Tibetan leader, a giant of 6 ft. Тіп. 

'The Tibetans now came down in large numbers 
on the north-eastern face of the camp. It was 
defended by some of the pioneers and by a com- 
pany of the Derbyshire Regiment.

completely enfilading one face of ourcamp. It 
required a round of case and a section of pioneers 
to dislodge him. 

Meantime, the fire from a wooded hill in front 
had become so heavy that a half-company of the 
Derbyshire Regiment, under Lieutenant Iggulden, 
was sent round to take the men holding it in 
flank. The half-company worked right round 
the valley, and became hotly engaged, losing 
Sergeant Leckington, who was shot through the 
head. ‘his diversion had the effect of checking 
the Tibetans’ fire, obliging them to retire up the 
hill; and they seemed to lose a good many men 
killed and wounded. The enemy was now in- 
clined to retreat, and another half-company of 
the Derbyshire Regiment and a party of the 32nd 
went out under Captain Gossctt. 

These detachments, joining hands with the 
remainder of the Derbyshire. Regiment, worked 
up the valley between the hills, driving before 
them the retiring enemy among the trees and 
jungle. ‘The Tibetans, in full retreat, as they 
crossed the Tukola were fired into by the guns, 
which made admirable practice at 2500 yards, 
bursting a shrapnel shell among a large party. 
Our troops took some prisoners, mostly wounded, 
and the enemy's loss must be close upon 200 in 
killed and wounded. They were pursued nearly 
two miles by the Derbyshire Regiment and by 
Colonel Bromhead’s Sikhs. Our loss amounted 
to three men killed and eight wounded. The 
men engaged were the flower of the Tibetan 
army, and many came from Chumboo, beyond 
Lhassa. The road from the Tukola to Nimla is 
strewn with the arms, blankets, and bundles of 
the retreating force. The position at Gnatong 
has since been strongly fortified, and the news 
to June 26 was that the Tibetans seem disinclined 
to make a further attack.

LORD WANTAGE, V.C. 


We have much pleasure in printing a portrait of 
one of the most public-spirited of our noblemen, 
Baron Wantage, who deserves the heartiest 
thanks of the nation for his gallant endeavour to 
prevent the Duke of Cambridge from driving the 
Volunteers from Wimbledon-common, and also 
for his sensible efforts to secure a practically 
unused portion of Richmond Park as an alterna- 
tive site for the National Rifle Association’s 
Meeting in the too probable event of Wimbledon 
being forbidden to our riflemen in future. 

Lord Wantage may be more familiarly known 
by his former name of Colonel Sir Robert James 
Loyd-Lindsay. He thoroughly proved his valour 
in the Crimean Маг. Born on April 16, 1832, 
Robert. Lindsay assumed by Royal license the 
prefix surname of Loyd when he married the 
only daughter and heiress of Lord Overstone. 
But some years before his marriage he had won 
his spurs in the Crimea. Не gained the Victoria 
Cross by a very brave action. A young officer in 
the Scots Fusilier Guards, he personally dis- 
tinguished himself at the Battle of the Alma 
and at Inkermann in 1854 by standing firm with 
the colours, and assisting intrepidly to restore 
order, and to charge with a handful of men а 
superior force of Russians. He wears the Crimean 
medal and four clasps, V.C., Legion of 
Honour, the Medjidieh, and Turkish medal. A 
Lieutenant - Colonel in the Army, he was 
for a time extra Equerry to H.R.H. the 
Prince of Wales; became Lieutenant-Colonel 
commanding the Berks Rifle Volunteers; and is 
the right man in the right place as Chairman of 
the National Rifle Association. The late Lord 
Beaconsfield appointed him Financial Secretary 
to the War Office in 1877, and he held the post 
till 1880. М.Р. for Berks from 1865 to 1885, he 
was elevated to the Peerage in the latter year as 
Baron Wantage. He is a younger brother of 
Sir Coutts Lmdsay. Long may he reign as the 
Champion of our Volunteers! 

Lord Wantage, we may mention, on the Fifth 
of July, introduced a party of Londoners to the 
proposed Berkshire site, near Didcot, for the 
* New Wimbledon." But this scheme is not put 
forward as an alternative to Richmond Park, 
strong hopes being entertained by the N. R. A. 
Council the decision of the Government may be 
in favour of Richmond. However, on the date 
1 question, at Lord Wantage’s invitation, a 
representative team, furnished by the North 
London Rifle Club, journeyed into Berkshire, 
Іі order to meet thirteen marksmen of the

shooting. Berks proved the winners by nine 
points. At the luncheon, Lord Wantage im- 
proved the occasion, and once again emphatically 
recommended the Richmond Park site for next 
year, but added that Berkshire would be happy 
to welcome the Volunteers in the event of the 
Richmond site net being available. Colonel 
Humphry paid a tribute to Lord Wantage’s 
great interest in the Volunteer movement, and 
his Lordship, replying, 
claimed that in mat- 
ters of shooting the 
association represented 
the shooting com- 
munity in the Volun- 
teers, and of all who 
studied the art and 
science of rifle-shoot- 
ing throughout Eng- 
land.

WIMBLEDON CAMP, 


despite the rainfall of the first week in July, bore 
its familiar aspect of White Tent Town on Sun- 
day, when réveille awoke close upon 3000 Volun- 
teers and Regulars. Flags and bannerets were 
shaken out, tents squared, so that all could settle 
down to the fortnight’s shooting. The windmill 
and Clock Tower seemed very old acquaintances. 
Men continued to arrive in considerable numbers 
during the day, so that at least 4500 troops 
slept in the camp on Sunday night. Among the 
corps encamped were : “Тһе Victorias," Queen’s 
Westminster, London Scottish, South (2nd) 
Middlesex, lst Surrey, London Rifle Brigade, 
Jersey and Guernsey Militia, and Canadian 
team. In addition, near the Putney gates, were 
the camps of the Regulars and Police, the former 
comprising about 200 sergeants and: 500 men. 
The South Middlesex had a church parade 
in the forenoon, the services being numerously 
attended. In the afternoon the camp became 
very crowded, thousands of people flocking 
in from all quarters. Between five and seven 
o’clock there probably were over 10,000 
visitors within the  inclosures. Hundreds, 
prompted by curiosity, inspected the various 
butts and targets, the ‘‘running deer" and 
‘running man" proving, however, the greatest 
sources of attraction. It was not until a 
comparatively late hour that the camp was 
permitted to settle down into the stillness and 
quiet that are proper to a military station. In 
the experienced hands of Bertram, the refresh- 
ment-rooms proved quite equal to the demands 
on them. In comparison with last (the Jubilee) 
year the entries in nearly all the principal events 
showed a slight falling off in numbers. In 
the Queen's Prize, for instance, there were 
but 2363 entries, as against 2477 in 1887. 
Perhaps the most interesting of the new prizes is 
that to be given to cyclists, who are to ride their 
machines six-sevenths of a mile, dismount, and 
fire ten shots, all within eight minutes. Lord 
and Lady Wantage arranged to receive distin- 
guished visitors to Wimbledon at the Cottage 
and on the lawn. The presentation of prizes by 
H.R.H. the Princess of Wales on Saturday after- 
noon next, July 21, will crown the meeting with 
its chiefest charm.

SHOOTING AT WIMBLEDON 
began on Monday morning. The opening day 
was not favoured with fime weather, except in 
the early morning. In the afternoon the wind 
and rain proved very trying to the marksmen, 
and firing was carried on under great difliculty. 
'The principal competition of the day was

the 325 prizes in which are of the aggregate 
value of £1000. There were two ranges, 500 and 
600 yards, seven shots at each, so that the 
highest possible score would be 70 points. Last 
year Private Ward, 4th Devon, made the top 
score of 68, and below him was one 64. On 
Monday three scores of 64 came out at the top 
of the list. The list of winners in the Alexandra 
Series shows the following men as taking top 
places :—£30, Colour-Sergeant Vicars, Queen’s 
Westminster, 64; £20, Sergeant Semmence, 4th 
Norfolk, 64; £15 each, Corporal M‘Morran, 
Ist H.L.I., 64, and Sergeant Palmer, 156 War- 
wick, 63. 

Of the other competitions shot for on Monday 
the most interesting were the match between 


OXFORD AND CAMBRIDGE UNIVERSITIES 
for the Humphry Cup and that in which the 
picked shots among the officers of the Regular 
Army met the chosen representatives of the 
Auxiliary forces. Each University was repre- 
sented in the competition for the Humphry Cup 
by a team of four enrolled Volunteers, and the 
contest was at long ranges with match rifles. 
The conditions of the contest between the Regular 
and Auxiliary officers were identical, save for the 
fact that each team consisted of eight marks- 
men. For the Humphry Cup the Oxford team 
obtained a substantial lead at 800 yards. Their 
shooting was very even, there being but three 
points between the highest and the lowest 
scores. Оп the other hand, Mr. Williams of the 
Cambridge team, made five points more than any 
man on the Oxford side, aud thirteen points in 
advance of any of his companions. The fourth 
man of the team made thirteen points less than 
the lowest Oxford man. At 900 yards Oxford 
still further increased their advantage, and the 
mátch ended, as was the case last year, in an 
easy victory for Oxford. The grand total of the 
Oxtord team was 626, the Cambridge total being 
569. Mr. Allan, of Oxford, at the three ranges, 
made 167, Mr. Greathed 157, Mr. Thompson 156, 
and Mr. Elles 146. For Cambridge, Mr. Williams 
scored 166 points, Mr. Winter 144, Mr. De Jersey 
130, and Mr. Smith 129. 
THE AUXILIARY OFFICERS 

were again victorious in their contest with the 
Regulars. The shooting of both teams showed a 
very marked improvement in comparison with 
that of last year. Тһе grand total of the 
Auxiliaries was 1485 points, the Regulars making 
1366 points only. Forthe victorious team Captain 
Mellish made an aggregate score of 199, and 
Captain Gibbs 197; whilst for the Regulars 
Captain Lamb compiled 192 points, the next 
highest scores being two of 177 made by Lieu- 
tenant Dutton-Hunt and Major Glendonnyn.

The heaviest work of all began on Tuesday, 
when at five butts the competitors for the Queen's 
Prize entered upon the first stage of that long 
and severe ordeal by which, in due course, the 
crack shots of the meeting are gradually sifted 
out. It will be remembered that the Queen’s 
Prize last year was won by Lieutenant Warren, 
lst Middlesex Rifles, with 274 points, and had 
the honour to be congratulated on his success 
by the Prince of Wales, who dined on the 
occasion with the chief Queen's Prize winners. 
Last Tuesday morning the ball was opened by 
shooting at 200 yards. At the outset a steady 
light without glare favoured the shooting; the 
only thing to allow for being a gentle breeze 
from the right front. The best scores first 
recorded were Sergeant Н. Woods, 3rd Hants, 
34; and the same figures by Major Bryan, 2nd

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O'DONNELL v. “THE TIMES." 
We give a page drawing of the scene in the Lord 
Chief Justice’s Court on the last day of this 
remarkable trial. Sir Richard Webster, the 
Attorney-General, is represented as he challenged 
Mr. Е. Н. O'Donneli to go into the box; and 
the Misses Curtin, Mr. T. P. O’Connor, M.P., 
smart Editor of the Star newspaper, and others 
are among those portrayed. In the action of 
O'Donnell v. Walter and others, the plaintiff 
claimed £50,000 damages for alleged iibels and 
an injunction to prevent the detendants from 
printing and publishing the said libellous articles 
and pamphlets summing up the Times idea of 
the connection between ‘‘ Parnellism and Crime.’’ 
The plaintiff was represented by Mr. Alfred 
Henry Ruegg; and for the Times there appeared 
the Attorney -General (Sir Richard Webster, Q.C., 
M.P.), Sir Henry James, Q.C., M.P., Mr. Lumley 
Smith, Q.C., Mr. W. Graham, and Mr. Gwynne 
James. Тһе action came to an abrupt close 
on July 5. Тһе Lord Chief Justice would not 
allow evidence to be called as to the truth or 
otherwise of the libels upon anybody except the 
plaintiff. Mr. Ruegg, the plaintiff'a counsel, 
contended that in three articles he had been 
distinctly libelled. ‘The jury. found that the 
observations complained of by the plaintiff were 
justifiable criticisms, and they returned a verdict 
for the defendants, for whom the Judge gave 
judgment, with costs. With respect to the 
alleged letters of Mr. Parnell read in the case by 
Sir Richard Webster, and tending, if they were 
really written by the Home-Rule Leader, to 
incriminate him with the Phoenix Park assasin- 
atious, Mr. Parnell rose the next day in his place 
in the House of Commons and denounced them 
as ‘‘ absolute forgeries.”

Whether this be the 
case or not, the matri- 
monial .squabble of 
Queen Nathalie and 
King Milan threatens 
to lead to international М“ 
complications. We were [S 
assured by the St. Peters- 
burg Correspendent of 
the Daily News last 
Sunday night that, 

The diiferences between (4% 
the King and Queen of Servia 
are the subject of general talk 
here. The Russian apers, 
of course, energetically sup- 
port Queen Nathalie. “They 
regard the King as totally 
unjustified in his endeavours 
to procure a divorce, which 
is, besides, contrary to the 
canonical law, The Queen 
is urged to claim, if neces- 
sary, the interference of 
Russia and the other Great 
Powers. As Austria seems 
disposed to support. King 
Milan, the question has a 
certain political importance ; 
but it will scarcely lead, I 
should think, to any inter- 
national complications.

The Vienna Corre- 
spondent of the Daily 
News gives the following

‘This aroused King Milan's 
distrust; but the final rupture was 
caused by an event which took place 
in 1885. After the loss of Pirot, King 
Milan wrote to the Queen from N isch 
in deep depression of spirit, and said 
that he had a good mind to give up his 
crown. Не also telegraphed to her 
at Delgrade that he wished to 
abdicate. The Queen telegraphed 
back immediately that she approved of 
his intention and would take the neces- 
sary steps to establish a Regency. Ever 
since he received that telegram he 
firmly believes that. Queen Nathalie 
was trying to take his place, and not 
even the outward forms of courtesy 
have been observed. Нет Majesty, it 
is alleged, is of a satirical disposition, 
and did not refrain from making 
pointed remarks, which certainly did 
not improve matters.
